Police say man'grabbing crotch'during 
traffic stop leads them to hidden dope

A routine traffic stop 
for Lawrenceburg police 
led to five arrests and 
methamphetamine traf¬ 
ficking and manufactur¬ 


ing charges on Tuesday 
afternoon and evening. 

Officer Jeremy Cor¬ 
nish said he had been 
checking for traffic and 
seat belt violations at 
about 3:30 p.m. when he 
observed Robert Medley 


25, who Cornish knew 
had a suspended license, 
operating a motor vehi¬ 
cle without a seat belt 


on. 

But Cornish noticed 
something else once he 
pulled Medley over by 


Plaza Drive 
and gained 
verbal 
consent to 
search his 
vehicle. 

Accord¬ 
ing to the 
city police 
report, Med¬ 
ley “kept grabbing his 
crotch area” while sitting 
on the trunk of the car. 


“And I asked him 
what he had down his 
pants, then he produced 
the cigarette pack in his 
hand and a snort straw,” 
Cornish said. 

The cigarette pack 
contained three bags 
of methamphetamine, 
about two grams per bag, 
he said.

Mayor, council 
get automatic 
salary increase 

Raise for employees uncertain

All six city council members and 
Mayor Edwinna Baker will receive an 
automatic salary raise due to an increase 
for this year’s consumer price index rate. 

City clerk Robbie Hume said that 
effective July 1 of this year, the city 
council and the mayor will get a salary 
increase of 2.96 percent, the 
current CPI rate, as man¬ 
dated by city ordinance. 

The CPI, or the rate 
at which the Kentucky 
Governor’s Office for Local 
Government determines 
the cost of living, is set in 
late February each year. 

In 2006, the city council 
voted to give itself annual salary increas¬ 
es equal to the increase set by the price 
index rate for year. 

“The council and the mayor automati¬ 
cally get the CPI each year,” Hume said. 

According to Hume, each of the six 
council members is currently paid 
$372.23 per month, or $4,466.76 a year. 

With the 2.96 percent increase, each 
council member will be compensated an 
additional $132.24 for the 2012-2013 year. 

The mayor will receive roughly 
$14,150.64 a year with the 2.96 percent 
increase, Hume said. 

Last year, both city council representa¬ 
tives and the mayor received a 1.5 percent

Daycare worker 
fired, charged 
for being drunk 

Workers say York fell asleep 
while feeding children; owner 
says charges will be pressed

A Lawrenceburg daycare worker was 
arrested and charged with public intoxi¬ 
cation after co-workers noticed her fall¬ 
ing asleep while feeding children in the 
nursery. 

According a report 
obtained from the Law¬ 
renceburg Police Depart¬ 
ment, a Cradle to Crayons 
worker smelled alcohol 
coming from former 
employee Gina York of 
101 Saffell St., who was 
described in the report as 
being unsteady on her feet, with glassy 
eyes and slurred speech. 

Candace Anglin, co-business owner of 
Cradle to Crayons daycare on Glensboro 
Road, said York had passed everything, 
including her background check, and had 
come into work that morning perfectly 
fine. 

She said York had been working at the 
child care facility since May 4, her first 
day of training. 

“Her demeanor was fine,” Anglin 
said. “I never would have hired her if I 
thought anything was going on.” 

Anglin said her assistant director said

High school student’s art to han 

Wallace draws inspiration from scene in congressman's home town

It seems fitting that the artwork 
chosen to represent the Sixth Con¬ 
gressional District during the coming 
year will be a scene from its repre¬ 
sentative’s home town. 

Christina Wallace, a high school 
senior, said the inspiration for her 
work titled “Three Houses” came 
while driving through Versailles, the 
lifelong home of Congressman Ben 
Chandler. 

“I was on the Versailles bypass and 
saw that someone started a neigh¬ 


borhood,” Wallace said last Friday 
morning after Chandler announced 
that she had won the 2012 Congres¬ 
sional Art Competition. “When I 
drove by, I thought it was so cool 
because the three houses were there 
on a hill by themselves.” 

She said it’s also “cool” that her 
work was selected from hundreds 
of submissions across Chandler’s 
16-county district, and will be on dis¬ 
play for one year in the halls of the 
U.S. Capitol. 

Wallace will fly to Washington, 
D.C., for a ceremony next month dur¬ 


ing which she will join the 434 other 
winners from across the country. 

She thought that was pretty cool, 
too. 

Following the ceremony, Wallace, 
an advanced placement art student, 
said she was surprised to find out she 
had won. 

“I was in fifth [period] getting 
ready to take a test when [art teach¬ 
er Karen Lacefield] called,” she said. 
“I thought I’d probably place around 
10th, but she told me I was the over¬ 
all winner.” 

Wallace’s work is a pen and ink 
drawing of the houses, which are

backed by trees and 
shaded in several places 
with yellow pencil.

“I didn’t do a back¬ 
ground,” she said. “The 
windows reflect that, 
because they are empty.” 

Lacefield, who 
received a bouquet of 
roses from Wallace’s 
mom, Tina, during the 
ceremony, said it’s excit¬ 
ing to see one of her stu¬ 
dents win the award. 

“It’s such a pick-me- 
up for the kids,” she 
said. “It adds importance 
to art, and art is very 
important.” 

Lacefield said she is 
also proud of two other 
students recognized dur¬ 
ing Friday’s ceremony, 
during which Christa 
Watson was the Ander¬ 
son County award for 
her work titled “Purple 
Cat,” and Matthew Hart¬ 
ley won the Best Draw¬ 
ing award for his work 
titled “66 Fairlane.” 

Lacefield, who has 
taught art in Anderson 


County for 32 years 
including a stint at West¬ 
ern, said the only other 
local student to win the 
award was Carrie Arm¬ 
strong back in the 1980s. 

During the ceremony, 
Chandler congratulated 
all of the students who 
submitted art, and said 
he’s thrilled to have an 
Anderson County stu¬ 
dent win for the first 
time during his time in 
office. 

“I hope you’re all 
proud of this Anderson 
County achievement,” 
he said. “I know I’m 
proud of you all and 
thank you for compet¬ 
ing.” 

Wallace said she’s 
proud of being selected, 


but thinks her future 
will be in photography. 

“It takes less patience 
than art,” she said, add¬ 
ing that she intends to 
attend Bluegrass Com¬ 
munity and Technical 
College next fall in 
Lexington before enroll¬ 
ing at the University of 
Kentucky. 

Created in 1982, the 
Congressional Art Com¬ 
petition is an annual 
competition where the 
artwork of high school 
students is judged at the 
congressional district 
level. In addition to an 
overall district winner, 
a winner is chosen from 
each county and in 
each of seven categories: 
painting, drawing, col¬ 


lage, print, mixed media, 
computer generated art, 
and photography. The 
art from the overall win¬ 
ner of the competition 
is displayed in the U.S. 
Capitol for one year. 

Each spring, the 
Congressional Institute 
sponsors a nationwide 
high school visual art 
competition to recognize 
and encourage artistic 
talent in the nation and 
in each congressional 
district. The competition 
provides an opportunity 
for members of Congress 
to encourage and recog¬ 
nize the artistic talents 
of their young constitu¬ 
ents. 

Students submit 
entries to their repre¬ 
sentative’s office, and 
panels of local artists in 
each district select the 
winning entries, which 
are then displayed for 
one year at the Capitol. 

Winners are recog¬ 
nized both in their dis¬ 
trict and at an annual 
Awards Ceremony in 
Washington, DC. Since it 
began in 1982, more than 
650,000 high school stu¬ 
dents have participated.

salary increase, according to the 2011 CPI rate. 

The scale for employee salaries is set outside of the 
budgeting process, but the schedule is included in the 
city’s overall budget, which is reviewed and voted on 
by the city council. 

According to a March 2011 report by 
The Anderson News on the city’s salary 
schedule, city employees are classified 
by various pay grades ranging from 11 
to 50. 

The lowest grade on the city’s autho¬ 
rized position list is 17. Pay at those posi¬ 
tions range from $20,069 to $32,111. 

The highest pay grade currently 
employed is 33, and includes City Clerk 
Robbie Hume, Police Chief Tommy Burris and Public 
Works Director Larry Hazlett. Their salary range at 
grade 33 is $43,809 to $70,094. 

A 2.96 percent salary increase, based on the cur¬ 
rent CPI, would raise salaries at the highest pay grade, 
starting at $45,106 to $72,169. 

Hume said the consumer price index has been as 
low as 0.1 percent to 4.08 percent in 2007. 

It remains to be seen, however, if city employees 
will also receive an increase according to this year’s 
cost of living index rate as the finance committee pre¬ 
pares next fiscal year’s budget. 

The city council unanimously increased its 
employees’ payroll by 1.5 percent in March 2011 for 
the 2011-2012 fiscal year, according to Anderson News 
reports. 

Hume said the city’s finance committee plans to 
meet later this week to finalize the 2012-2013 budget. 

The first reading for the city’s budget will be at 
the council’s May 14 meeting. The second reading will 
be held on June 11.

Rent pulling track 
to shut up critics 

G ood weather and large crowds mean last weekend’s truck 
and tractor pull will result in a hefty donation for the 
county park. 

Just how hefty that donation will be is unanswerable, and not 
because receipts from the gate and concessions are still being 
counted. 

And that’s a problem. 

The Anderson County Fiscal Court needs to adopt a hard- 
and-fast policy on using the county park for events of any kind, 
including those designed to be fundraisers. 

Despite many meetings, anonymous innuendo and downright 
falsehoods, the current policy leaves the fiscal court and truck 
pull promoter Eddie Carey wide open for those criticisms and 
worse. 

This isn’t a screed against Carey. We’ve said before and still 
maintain that Carey’s idea to bring these pulls to Lawrenceburg is 
a great one if for no other reason than that they draw thousands 
of visitors and their wallets to our fair city. 

One would think the nearly invisible city/county tourism 
authority — does that still even exist? — could do the same. 

We’ve also said it’s wonderful that Carey’s stated intention 
from the time these pulls started was to donate net proceeds from 
them to the fiscal court in an effort to improve the park. 

But therein lies the rub. The pope 
could make that claim and, without 
independent accounting of gate and 
concession receipts, there would be 
some who question if all the money 
is actually being donated. 

Carey has apparently lived up to 
his word. He has donated thousands 
in cash, and with his own labor 
installed what he says is over $13,000 
in perimeter fence around the pull¬ 
ing tracks — which he also paid to 
have built. 

Also, it’s Carey who fronts 
upwards of $20,000 from his own 
pocket to promote the pulls — money 
he risks losing if the weather or crowds conspire against him. 

For his efforts, Carey gets accused of all sorts of underhanded 
tactics, including lining his pockets and those of Judge-Executive 
John Wayne Conway, who Carey and his family financially sup¬ 
ported during the 2010 election. Both strongly denied profiting 
from the pulls during last week’s fiscal court meeting. 

Those criticisms, nearly all made anonymously via online mes¬ 
sage boards or by lunch-counter prophets not men enough to do 
so in public, will not stop as long as no system is in place to shut 
them up. 

The options, as we see them, are two. First, the fiscal court 
could hire workers to collect money at the gate and concessions. 

Second and more appropriately, the fiscal court could manage 
the pulling track the same way it does other park assets: rent it. 

Be it Carey’s truck and tractor pulls or the frequent truck tugs 
and lawnmower pulls, the fiscal court could establish a fee to rent 
the track, as it does the pavilions or Stratton building. 

What the group that rents it does with its net proceeds after 
that becomes its business, not the fiscal court’s. 

Of course that may be a tough sell to taxpayers, some of which 
almost certainly will reject the notion of public property being 
used for commercial gain, and rightfully so. 

Nevertheless, there is little doubt that until the fiscal court 
concocts a way to eliminate at least most of the skepticism, the 
rumors, lies and innuendo will continue, and give an otherwise 
tremendous event repeated black eyes.

Fix these problems, too 

W e’ve had several calls and comments from readers who 
were none too happy with the tractor and truck pulls, 
particularly because of the late-night noise and litter. 
Screaming engines at 10 p.m. on a Friday night are one thing, 
but when they’re howling after midnight, it’s understandable 
that some folks are going to object. 

We checked, and the city’s 911 dispatch center said it received 
three calls Friday night, but none Saturday when the pulls ended 
much earlier. 

For future pulls, the fiscal court would be wise to request that 
they be finished by 11 p.m., or so. 

As for litter, we heard from some very unhappy folks who 
complained about beer cans and other trash strewn about the 
park. 

One person was particularly bothered that debris had to be 
removed from the walking track Saturday morning for Relay for 
Life’s 5K race, and that the youth soccer field near the track was 
“littered with beer cans and cigarette butts” Sunday morning. 

Beer cans were spotted throughout the park, including in the 
middle school parking lot. 

Big crowds typically create messes, but additional trash cans in 
parking areas would be a good way to start. 

As for the beer cans, it’s not surprising that folks hanging 
out for several hours of truck and tractor pulling might want 
an adult beverage. And given that there are no signs forbidding 
them to bring alcohol into the park, expecting visitors from other 
communities to know that regulation just doesn’t make sense. 

Perhaps the best solution is to enlist a vendor, get a weekend 
permit and have beer sales inside the event. That way consump¬ 
tion would be monitored and hopefully contained. 

It’s unreasonable to think that event organizers can or should 
monitor parking areas outside of their gates, and even more 
unreasonable to expect city police officers or deputies to patrol 
the areas outside of the event in hopes of catching someone drink¬ 
ing a beer. 

It wouldn’t be the first time beer has been served on govern¬ 
ment property. The city council allowed beer sales a couple of 
summers ago during its concerts on the Green, and by our count 
everyone lived through that. 

So some suds at a tractor and truck pull shouldn’t draw too 
many objections, either, as long as it’s done inside the track. 

The bottom line is that these truck and tractor pulls are an 
overall plus to Anderson County. They bring in revenue for the 
park as well as local businesses during a time when revenues are 
slight. 

Rather than attacking them, the fiscal court would do well to 
address the problems as they arise and encourage these types of 
activities.

This tree hugger now has 


I have trees in my kitchen. 
Yes, I know it’s not what 
you’d expect to find, even 
on a farm, but the mower 
can’t get to them 
inside. 

Since Earth 
Day, I’ve acquired 
six new trees, and 
they’re all babies. 

You knew I was 
a tree hugger, 
right? 

They’ll go into 
the ground just as 
soon as I decide 
where they’ll be 
happy. I will also 
put a little mulch 
and wire around them, to 
ensure that I don’t drive over 
them with the mower. 

Placement of trees is 
important to a landscape. 
They don’t just add to the 
value of your home, they add 
to the value of your life. 

We all like to live, right? 

A healthy environment adds 
value to your life in several 
ways. The sight of a beauti¬ 
ful tree puts a smile on your 
face and a song in your heart. 
It also helps to shade your 
house, reducing your electric 
bill and keeping a little green 
in your pocket at the same 
time. 

Trees provide food, some¬ 
times for you and sometimes 
for the other wildlife calling 
this planet home. 

Trees are the lungs of 
the planet. They take in the 
carbon dioxide we release 


through our bodies and 
machines, and turn out oxy¬ 
gen, via photosynthesis. 

A mature tree can take in 
48 pounds of carbon dioxide 
annually. 

My six new trees will even¬ 
tually take 288 pounds out 
of the atmosphere each year. 
My truck and I will average 
10,000 miles of driving this 
year, contributing 10,500 
pounds of carbon dioxide to 
the atmosphere. That means 
I need about 219 trees to clean 
up after me. 

Fortunately, I have 17 acres 
and most of them are covered 
in mature trees. I can offset 
my carbon footprint for both 
my car and my house and a 
neighbor or two.

Besides removing carbon 
dioxide from the atmosphere 
and generating oxygen, trees 
also reduce air pollution, recy¬ 
cle water and control soil ero¬ 
sion. My new trees will also 
provide me with food (two 
are walnuts), spring color (two 
redbuds and one magnolia) 
and fall color (one yellow pop¬ 
lar), as soon as I decide where 
to plant them. 

Trees grow healthy when 
given what they need, good 
soil, appropriate water and 
correct light. Knowing how 
big they will get also helps. 

I don’t want something that 
could take out the roof of 
the house, if it comes crash-

ing down during a storm. I 
do want to be able to enjoy 
admiring it’s colors, nuts and 
flowers throughout the year. 

I don’t want it to be a pain 
to mow around. I actually 
hope to plant them where 
it already is a pain to mow. 

I have a couple of spots in 
mind. 

The walnuts have to be 
in a special place. They emit 
hydrojuglone into the soil, 
eliminating any other com¬ 
petitors that might try to 
grow around them. The drop¬ 
ping nuts need to be out of 
the way, but easy to gather. 

Now, maybe you can 
understand why I still have 
trees in the kitchen. Eventu¬ 
ally, they will all find a happy 
home here on the farm. 
They’ll provide more value 
to my life and the planet’s. I’ll 
also get a free work out and a 
tan while putting them in the 
ground. 

I’ve heard that people actu¬ 
ally pay for those two things. 
I’ll give you several free ses¬ 
sions, if you’d like. I’ll even 
throw in a live action animal 
exposition. 

Spanky and Tiller can be 
very entertaining. 

Now get outside and make 
the world a better place. In 
the end, you might just find 
smile on your face.

Through a series of 
short poem obituaries, 
the reader learns about 
ordinary people: farmers, 
mothers, children and 
grandmothers.

How unusual and frag¬ 
ile and beautiful the act 
of living can be. 

If I possessed multiple 


life spans — and hundreds 
of reporters’ notebooks

When food is sugar free, look more closely 


Last week I met with the 
group at the Senior Center to 
discuss carbohydrate counting, 
diabetes management and sugar 
free foods. 

The big question was if sugar 
free foods are really 
good for you. 

The true defi¬ 
nition of a sugar 
free food is that it 
has less than .5g of 
sugars. Some manu¬ 
facturers are not 
complying with the 
FDA regulations 
that any sugar free 
food that is not low 
or reduced in calo¬ 
ries should disclose 
that fact. 

Americans generally believe 
that sugar free means that it’s 
low calorie. This is frequently 
not the case. Statements such as 
not low or reduced calorie or not 
for weight control should also be 
on the label if it states it is sugar 
free and actually is not low calo¬ 
rie, etc. 

Read the label on sugar free 
cookies. You’ll be surprised to see 
that they aren’t low in calories 
and frequently have more fat 
than regular cookies. 

Not only that, they are usually 
not as tasty and are more expen¬ 
sive. 

I’m not recommending that 
you eat cookies as a healthy 
choice. But sugar free foods are 
not always the best choice. Some 


people tend to eat more of a food 
if its labeled sugar free because 
they think it’s good for them. 
This is not true. 

Diabetes management is not 
about eliminating the sugar you 
eat. You need to manage all the 
carbohydrates you eat, not just 
sugar. So eating bread or rolls is 
just as bad for you in some ways 
as eating a candy bar. The candy 
may have more calories, but not 
necessarily. 

Carb counting is a way of 
keeping track of the amount of 
carbohydrates you get from the 
foods you eat. All carbs count. 
Carbohydrate counting can help 
you manage your blood glucose 
level. 

All food is a combination of 
protein, fats, carbohydrates, vita¬ 
mins, minerals and water. Carbo¬ 
hydrates, which include starches 
and sugars, have the greatest 
effect on blood glucose. 

Carbohydrates in foods are 
changed into glucose in the body 
about 1 to 1.5 hours after you 
eat them. Eating carbs in small 
amounts several times a day will 
keep blood glucose as close to 
normal as possible. It is never the 
goal to eliminate carbohydrates. 

Fats and proteins don’t raise 
blood glucose but should be 
managed to control overall calo¬ 
rie intake and therefore provide 
weight management. 

Counting carbs will help you 
spread your carbohydrate intake 
throughout the day. It will help 


you manage weight and help 
keep your blood glucose under 
control. 

The following foods contain 
carbohydrates. Notice that they 
aren’t all sweet foods.Some are 
vegetables, fruits and dairy foods. 

Breads, cereals, crackers, bis¬ 
cuits, pasta, tortillas, bagels, pita 
bread 

Grains (rice, corn, wheat, oats, 
bulgur, couscous) 

Dried beans (red, navy, black, 
garbanzo and pinto beans) and 
soy products 

Starchy vegetables (potato, 
corn, peas, winter squash and 
pumpkin) 

Fruits (fresh, canned, dried) 
and fruit juices 

Milk and yogurt 

Sweets like candies, jams and 
jellies 

Snack foods like chips and 
pretzels 

Desserts such as cookies, pies, 
ice cream and puddings 

Sugary drinks such as sodas, 
juice drinks and sweet tea 

The Extension Office has a 
publication on carbohydrate 
counting that will help you 
determine the amount of a food 
item that has 15 grams of carbo¬ 
hydrates. 

Search for FCS3-546 for the 
publication on-line or come by 
the Extension Office for a copy.

After continuing to search 
the vehicle, Cornish said he 
found another cigarette pack 
containing one bag of meth, 
one bottle of Red Crown high 
test lye and one box of pseudo- 
ephedrine. 

Cornish questioned Medley’s 
sole passenger, 20-year-old Evan 
Cochran, who told the officer 
that he was being paid by Med¬ 
ley to “smurf” or purchase the 
pseudoephedrine for him. 

At the time of his arrest Med¬ 
ley, who listed his residence as 
1141 Versailles Road, was driving 


the vehicle of Katie Jo Stratton, 
26, of 548 Hickory Drive. 

According to the police 
report, Stratton told police 
Medley had been staying at the 
Hickory residence for a little 
while. 

Cornish said he received tips 
about possible meth production 
at 548 Hickory Drive about a 
week and a half ago. 

“I had been watching them, 
but this was a break in the case, 
this traffic stop,” Cornish said. 

City police obtained written 
consent to search the residence 
and found evidence of four 
previous “shake and bake” meth 
labs, including lithium, four 
hydrochloric gas generators, 
ammonia nitrate crystals from 


cold packs, several receipts for 
the purchase of Sudafed, tubing 
and punctured ether cans. 

Kentucky State Police 
responded to the scene at about 
8:30 p.m. to clean up the meth 
labs. 

Medley faces charges of a 
failure to wear a seat belt, oper¬ 
ating on suspended license, first 
offense trafficking for 2 grams 
or greater of methamphet- 
amine, first offense manufac¬ 
turing for meth and buying or 
possessing drug paraphernalia. 

Both Cochran and Stratton 
and Paula Bell, 49, have been 
charged with a first offense of 
manufacturing meth and first 
offense unlawful distribution 
of a meth precursor, according 


to police. 

Bell, listed on the lease of the 
Hickory residence, told police 
she had snorted meth with 
Medley and had previously 
purchased two boxes of pseudo¬ 
ephedrine for him, according to 
police. 

Brian Bell, 25, of 1821 Glens- 
boro Road also told police that 
he had snorted meth with Med¬ 
ley. 

He was charged with one 
count of manufacturing meth, 
according to police. 

As of press time, bond 
amounts for those facing charg¬ 
es had not been set.

Safety officials demonstrate 16 -patient mobile facility

What has 16 rooms, suc¬ 
tion, oxygen and four inflated 
walls? 

Anderson County’s version 
of a hospital, that’s what. 

OK, hospital might be a bit 
grand, but if the need arose 
to treat mass casualties on a 
moment’s notice, local emer¬ 
gency responders do have an 
inflatable device that can 
house up to 16 patients. 

It even has heart monitors. 

Owned by the state but 
stored here just in case, the 
facility was on display last 
Thursday outside of the EMS 
building on US 127 Bypass. 


“It’s a state asset,” said 
Anderson County Public Safe¬ 
ty Director Bart Powell, who, 
along with his staff, was pre¬ 
paring for mandatory state 
meetings and drills scheduled 
for this later this month. “We 
can use it during a natural 
disaster or a [weapons of mass 
destruction] event. 

“If an area hospital’s emer¬ 
gency room were decimated, 
we could take there and func¬ 
tion in the parking lot.” 

And it’s mobile. 

Powell said the facility 
can be moved to wherever 
it is needed, even outside of 
Anderson County if the need 
arose. 

During a demonstration, 


EMT Doug Green portrayed 
a patient while Powell and 
paramedic Susan Johnson, a 
major, treated him on one of 
the unit’s 16 beds, complete 
with oxygen and a heart 
monitor. 

Powell said the 700 pound 
tent can be inflated in about 
five minutes and is fully 
operational in about an hour. 
It comes with its own infla¬ 
tion unit, along with a 15 kilo¬ 
watt generator and a 40,000 
BTU heat and air condition¬ 
ing system. 

“It’s good for people to 
know that we’re sitting on 
these types of assets,” Powell 
said.

Health officials want 
smoke-free Mother’s Day

Mother’s Day is a day 
to celebrate moms for 
who they are and all of 
the wonderful things 
they do, Anderson Coun¬ 
ty Health Department 
officials said in a news 
release. 

It is also a great time 
for moms to remember 
the important role they 
play in influencing the 
choices their kids make 
regarding tobacco use. 

Unfortunately, tobacco 
use among women 
remains a serious prob¬ 
lem: more than 21 mil¬ 
lion women currently 
smoke, putting them at 
risk for heart attacks, 
strokes, lung cancer, 
emphysema and other 
life-threatening illnesses. 
An estimated 173,000 
women die every year 
from smoking, and more 
than 86,000 kids have 
already lost their mom to 
smoking, according to the 
news release. 

Moms who smoke 
can celebrate Mother’s 
Day by quitting, and 
all moms, whether or 
not they smoke, can 
celebrate Mother’s Day 
by taking a number of 
effective actions to pro¬ 
tect their kids. Even if 
they smoke, what moms 
say, how they act, and 
the values they com¬ 
municate through their 
words and deeds have an 
enormous influence on 
whether or not their kids 
smoke, the news release 
states. And all moms, 
smokers and nonsmokers 
alike, can also do a lot to 
protect their kids from 
secondhand smoke. 

How can moms keep their 
children from smoking? 

Parents are the most 
important people in a 
child’s life, especially 
when it comes to ciga¬ 
rettes. They can make

Clear up any mis¬ 
understandings your 
child might have about 
smoking. For example: 
everybody is not doing 

it, getting hooked can 
happen very quickly, and 
quitting is very difficult. 

Make sure your kids’ 
schools have strong and 
well-enforced no-smok¬ 
ing rules for kids and 
staff. 

Support federal, state, 
and local tobacco-preven¬ 
tion efforts like higher 
tobacco taxes, funding 
for tobacco prevention 
programs, and smoke- 
free laws. 

Mothers who give 
up smoking improve 
the likelihood that their 
children will grow-up to 
be tobacco-free and lead 
much longer lives.

A $25,000 tile-laying machine is shown digging a ditch for laying tile. It was to provide internal draining on fields to be used for tobacco on the R 
C. Catlett and Joe Sparrow farms at Glensboro in the spring of 1962. Approximately 3,500 feet of the tile had been installed at a cost of 28 cents 
per foot according to Soil Conservation Technician Larry Montgomery. The local A.S.C. office shared one-half of the cost of the drainage practice. 
This is the first tile draining system built in this county with this equipment and there were only two or three in the Lexington area. The U.S. Soil 
Conservation Service furnished the engineering and design work. Watching the operation are front to back. Soil Conservationist Lewis Bishop, 
Gilbert Sparrow, Joe Sparrow and James Kirkland, Lebanon, owner and operator of the machinery.

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Repentance is difficult, 
especially for me 


B elieve it or not, the many 
of my columns I write are 
directed to some degree 
at myself. As I travel along my 
spiritual walk with 
God through suc¬ 
cess and often time 
failure, I stumble 
across lots of ques¬ 
tions. 

On my mind this 
morning is what 
does the Bible tell 
us about repen¬ 
tance? What do you 
know or consider 
repentance to be? 

Repentance is fun¬ 
damentally confessing our sins, 
right? 

The Bible is very clear that 
it is much deeper that merely 
verbally exposing our sinful 
ways. The following text is spo¬ 
ken by John the Baptist; Mat 
3:7-9,7: “But when he saw many 
of the Pharisees and Sadducees 
coming to his baptism, he said 
unto them, Ye offspring of 
vipers, who warned you to flee 
from the wrath to come? 

8: “Bring forth therefore 
fruit worthy of repentance. 

9: and think not to say within 
yourselves, We have Abraham 
to our father: for I say unto 
you, that God is able of these 
stones to raise up children unto 
Abraham.”10: And even now 
the axe lieth at the root of the 
trees: every tree therefore that 
bringeth not forth good fruit is 
hewn down, and cast into the 
fire.” 

John is calling the people to 
change their ways, not only to 
confess. Repentance is much 
more that confession, it is a 
change of heart and mind. 

Luke 15:10 tells us: “There is 
rejoicing in the presence of the 
angels of God over one sinner 
who repents.” 

This scripture says that it’s a 
really big deal made in heaven 
over one single person. 

That’s interesting. Might just 
be room for me. In Deuterono¬ 
my, Chapter 31: “Moses rebukes 
the Children of Israel speaking 
of the evil they will do in the 


future and of their rebellious 
hearts calling for repentance.” 

Much like our own, we must 
repent daily, perhaps hourly, 
not just once a week or even 
year. Repentance is a critical 
part of salvation and especially 
sanctification. Repentance is 
a tough idea in my own life 
indeed. 

Brother Paul Washer says, 
“Christianity is not a once and 
for all flu shot. Salvation is not 
past tense. It’s also present. A 
person that can show no mark 
of the sanctifying work of God 
in their life has no assurance 
they have been justified.” 

I think that repentance 
plays a key role here. How do 
you repent and what do you 
repent for? Do you repent of 
sins you are purposefully going 
to continue to do? If so that is 
no repentance at all. I think I 
may have used this example 
from “Not A Fan,” a man was 
being counseled with about his 
salvation. 

The question was asked: If 
you die tonight, would you be 
going to Heaven or Hell? The 
respondent came under con¬ 
viction, and acknowledged his 
need for a savior. 

But after a while the man 
came to understand what a 
committed Christian life would 
look like, he remarked, but I 
didn’t die that night. He contin¬ 
ued to live for self.” This could 
very well be my own testimony. 

I John :5 “This then is the 
message which we have heard 
of him, and declare unto you, 
that God is light, and in him is 
no darkness at all. If we say we 
have fellowship with him, and 
walk in, and darkness we lie, 
and the truth is not in us. But 
If we walk in the light, as he 
is in the light, we have fellow¬ 
ship with one another, and the 
blood of Jesus Christ, his Son, 
cleanses us from all sin. If we 
say we have no sin, we deceive 
ourselves, and the truth is not 
in us. If we confess our sins, he 
is faithful and just to forgive us 
our sins, and to cleanse us from 
all.”

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Oh mercy! 

Well-intentioned new hoops rule 
sounds better than it is 

I n case you missed it, there will be a 
major change in high school basket¬ 
ball next year. 

A few weeks ago, the Kentucky 
High School Athletic Association 
announced it would begin using a 
form of the “mercy rule” by having a 
running clock after one team is ahead 
by 35 points or more in 
the second half. 

It was met with a lot of 
applause, usually for an 
emphasis on sportsman¬ 
ship and not beating a 
team mercilessly. 

Here is one, though, 
that is not crazy about the 
rule. And I base my take 
on things based on experi¬ 
ence. 

Before I go any farther, 
let me make it clear that 
I am all for sportsman¬ 
ship and hate to see teams just get 
bludgeoned. I have written about high 
school basketball since 1985 and have 
seen more than my share of one-sided 
games. I have seen Anderson County 
teams steamroll teams and I have seen 
a few times when local teams were on 
the wrong end of one-sided contests. 

If you remember, much of the sec¬ 
ond half of last year’s state champion¬ 
ship football game was played with a 
running clock as Bowling Green was 
just that much better than Anderson 
County. The Purples reached football’s 
45-point threshold midway through 
the third quarter. 

As some have correctly pointed out 
many times, there are times when the 
blowouts can’t be helped. It is espe¬ 
cially true in some districts where one 
team is far better than the others or 
one is far worse than all of the others. 

And, there are times when things 
just happen. You can’t explain why 
a team cannot miss shots on a given 
night and the team taking the beating 
can do nothing right. If you are in the 
game long enough, you will probably 
be on both sides of that mystery. 

But I really doubt such a rule is nec¬ 
essary in basketball. 

In other sports, there are varying 
degrees of the mercy-rule, which 
probably works best in baseball and 
softball. In those sports, if a team is 
ahead by 10 runs after five innings, the 
game is over. In softball, it can also be 
called if a team is up by 15 after three 
innings. Usually when that happens, 
there is really little a coach or team 
can do to hold the score down. 

High school soccer has a 10-goal lead 
rule, one that is rarely used, but some 
coaches try to work on things once 
they get a five- or six-goal lead. Ander¬ 
son County girls’ soccer coach Jason 
Earnest, for example, will not allow his 
team to take shots on goal unless by a 
header in that situation. He wants his 
team to work on passing and ball con¬ 
trol when way ahead. 

However, what I have seen in foot¬ 
ball gives credence to my reservations 
about a mercy-rule basketball too. 

Example No. 1: Last fall, Anderson’s 
football team scored with 48 seconds 
left in the first half to make the 
score 50-7 against Shelby County. The 
Bearcats called timeout to go for two 
points and were successful. 

Understandably, some around the 
Shelby program were upset by what 
they perceived as an unnecessary pil¬ 
ing on the points. 

But if I were coaching, I would have 
done the same thing in order to get the 
clock running for the entire second 
half. That is how the rules are today 
and it did make for a quick second 
half. 

Example No. 2: It has happened to 
the Bearcats as well. Ten years ago, the 
Bearcats had the misfortune of play¬ 
ing Highlands in the first round of the 
playoffs. The Bluebirds had the ball 
and a 42-0 lead late in the first half, 
but called time to try to tack on anoth¬ 
er score. They failed at the time, but 
it just felt weird seeing a team calling 
time out trying to score when it was 
already up by six touchdowns. 

Things like that undoubtedly cause 
unnecessary hard feelings and frustra¬ 
tion among players, fans and coaches. 

In many ways, basketball is differ¬ 
ent, for sure. But I can see teams keep¬ 
ing the press on or leaving starters in 
longer to get to the 35-point mark. 

To be sure, the 35-point threshold 
is not often reached, so the new rule 
should not be a common occurrence. 

The Anderson County boys’ basket¬ 
ball program has had only eight games 
(all wins) decided by 35 or more points 
in the last five seasons. Two were this 
year as the Bearcats routed Nicholas 
County and Deming in the Bracken 
County tournament. However, going 
back to the 2007-2008 season, most of 
the romps came against former district

It was simply not a good 
week for Anderson County 
softball. 

Spencer County scored 
in the bottom of the eighth 
inning to defeat Anderson 8-7 
last Wednesday night in Tay¬ 
lorsville. 

Thursday Bullitt East, 
ranked No. 24 in the state, 
pounded Anderson with a 10- 
0 mercy-rule decision on the 
Anderson field. 

At Spencer, the Lady Bears 
scored five unearned runs to 
beat Anderson for the second 
time this year and the fourth 
straight time overall.
